The ordnance shop was organized into cepartments for artillery weapons, 
smill arcs, anc op.ical instruments, and included a carnenter shop, lock 
smith shop, @ welding shop end a forre, The optics] cenartment acapted 
the aiming circles of artillery pieccs to the Sovlet 60-craduation systom, 
anc battery—com-amler's telescopes to the Soviet systen, Spare parts 
for German artillery picces were carmitalized fron unserviceable German 
funs. The supply of spare parts for Soviet weapons fron the U.G.5.N. was 
stomed recently. 
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The ordnance shop also included e mobile repair shop which performed minor 
repair work on materiel pertalning to HVA units. It was equipped with 
trucks mounting heavy lathes and track trailers nounting light lathes. 

ft was allegedly planned to activate a larre number of these mobile 
ordnance repair shops, 


The ammunition and ordnance depot near Hennersdorf, which was called 

Section No 3, had the cover designation idler (eagle) snd was located in 

a fornor Todt Organization camp in a woods sbout 5 lm west of Finster- : 
walde, It stored opitical equiment, and em2ll arma, and in underground bun- 
vers, artillery ammunition of all calibers, ammunition of light and heavy 
automatic weapens and engineer explosives. The supplies arrived from the 
central supply depot of the NVA in Berlin. The cepot at Uennersdorf was 
exclusively for police purposes.
